The President having declared the meeting 


open, the minutes of the last meeting were 


then read and signed- 


The President then stated that he had convened this meet= 


ing for the purpose of lying before the members certain 


Matters which had led to come correspondence between the 


Governor of Curacao and the Gezaghebber, on which matter 


he would like to have the opinion of the Court. 


These mattus were- 


1st The Local Ordinance of the 21st October 1902, containing 


Measure for the preservation of public order and peace, 


the President informed the members that the Governor 


had objections to this law on account of some of the 


stipulations thereof. These Hjections were shortly point. 


ed out, being the words, "Obscine and indicent language" 


of date 2 of the said Law; for which His Excellency 


thought the expression, immortal words", were better, 


and less value. His Excellency also at first made 


objection to "sivearing" being "pun Uetable by law, but 


after a correspondence on the subject between the 


Governor, and the Gezaghebber, His Excellency warved 


the point- 


nthumore The Governor made ojections to the stipulation 


of the last part of Art. 6 of the said Law 


The President further informed the members that the Gover- 


nor would be willing to upprove of the Ordinance, if the 


Count could agree with his views; and he, (The Presentants 


asked the opinion of the members thereon- 


The members having no objects to the proposed changes, 


it was agreed that a revised copy of the Ordinance 


should be submitted to the Court later on- 


2.a A letter from the Governor of Curacao subjecting to the 


Gezaghebber, to alleperage the growing of bananes 


and exporting them to Curaçao. 


The members were of opinion that it would hardly be 


a paying business, owing to the heavy cost of trans= 


port, and shipping, and the circumstance of the 


insuffecent communications for trade purposes beter 


Curacao and this Island. That half of the banamas 


would propably arrive in Omarav rotter, and be lost; 


and the remainder could never pay for the whole. 


Besides, at present no one understood who was to 


undertake the sale of three bananes, or to whom 


they would be Siepped- 


A suggetion from the Governor of Curaçao to build 


gradually as many steps in the different roads 


as may be required, so that the maintenance of 


the roads may eventually be lies, for which purpose 


he had no objects that a small amount above 


the yearly grant should be used. The Court was 


of opinion, that this was it is also preceeding, and 


recommended it being carried out. 


The Governor asked the opinion of the Gezaghebber 


as to the establishing of one Government school, 


in the Boston, as the proposed made by the Court 


of Police some time ago, to establick three school 


in this Island, one in each of the large villages, 


was too costly, and could not at present be entertained 


The members were of opinion that a good school was 


highly requisite, and regretted that the finances of 


the [illegible] did not permit the etablishing of a 


school in the Windwardside and St Johns, and 


expressed the hope that one in the bottom would 


be established- 


The Gezaghebber President then spoke, and told the 


Members, that he was Reety of their opinion that 


a good school was required, but that he regretted 


to have to inform the members that he would not 


advies the Governor to etablick a school at present, 


for the following reasons- 


That he was family convinced that the school atten= 


dance, though at first it might be satisfactory, would 


soon divine down, pincipally if the parents had 


to pay for the education of their children. That 


the loghtest thing that subscribe and of the parents, 


would be the signal for the children to be taken 


from the school. That if the person who stood 


at the head of the school did not happen to please 


the parents, even in matters outside the school 


the school would be held responsible, and the 


childen kept away. That moreover the Goven= 


ment school would have to enter in composition 


with the school of private teachers, who had ways 


and means of encouraging and stimulus the pa- 


sents to send their children to their school, which 


the government to achev would not think of doing, 


and in which he would not succeed, even if he at= 


tempted it. Thatinsiquently establiching a gov= 


ernment school in Saba, would be money wanted, 


except there was a certainly that it would be proper, 


attended. That this certainly could only be found 


innerpulcary school attendance.

5th. about the laying out of a public benial place 


which the Governortrongly advises - 


After discussion it was unanimously agreed that 


a public buried ground would be very little used. 


as long as the people had the right to buy on 


provate lots. That thus the laying out of a buried 


ground ought to be preceeded by a law making 


the use of the said ground compulsary, in which 


law, however, due regard ought to be given to the 


fact, that there exists privateauial grounds, which 


are used for nothing else, and that some families 


have gone to the expence of building Vautto.- 


6th. about the laying of telephon monies between the Fort 


Bay and the Bottom, and the Bottom and the windwardside 


That the Governor was willing to grant 


this telephone, provided it could pay its expences 


and the coets of laying, and had requested, if 


possible, to furnish a list of subscribers - 


The President stated that he was of opinion that 


there would be no subscribers, but that a public 


station would be used, and after the ability had 


been proved, and will understood, sufficient use 


of the telephone would be made to pay all expence 


and after some time, to pay back the cost of saying, 


provided there were not to high. The members 


holding the same opinion, it was agreed that the President 


gezaghebber should consult the Governor, and find if he 


were willing to have a telephone system with public 


stations only, after which an ultimate of eosts could be 


made out, and the matter further discured.

The President informed the members that he had been in 


Correspondence with the Governor in this subject, and 


had been sanctimed to bring an amount of f 200 for 


twat light on his next budget, but provided he could 


thow an equal increase in the Revenue of the Island 


The President further stated that he thought this not 


quite fair, as the other irlands had got their lights 


without this proviso, but if it could be accomplished, it 


would be a circumstance which would honor the Island; 


That as the Court of Police did not have the authority 


to impose takes, he saw but one way ofulying with 


the condition, namely, and increase of the import duty, 


which could be accomplighed by taking some of the article 


on the tariff higher, but that he did not think this 


very just, that the consumer outside the bottom shou¬ 


pay for light in the Bottom, so that he regrettee to in 


form the Court that he thought we would have for the pre 


ent to do without lights. 


After some discussion it was agreed to treat this matter in 


a subsiquent meeting. 


There being nothing else to disenes the meeting was declared
